2 CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1 - 13 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
applying a stressed film over the structure and annealing the semiconductor to activate impurities. 

Claims 14 - 18 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a stressed film
